China Lands 7,000 Troops on 


Tula's Banks.

YOMJUOJU, Sept 21—A rescript has 


been issued convoking an extra session 


of the Japanese parliament at Hi 
hims, on October 15, lor seven days, in 
Order to discuss matters requiring the 
sanction of parliament 
A letter re 


ceived here from Tine Tein »\ys that 
the Chinese fleet landed 7,000 troops on 
the banks of the Yalu river in spite of 
the attack of the Japanese squadron. 
The letter adds that the Chinese ships 
engaged in the battle fought oft' the 
Yalu river were short of ammunition. 
They were ordered by Col. Vor Hen- 
uekm to burn the Japanese vessels, 
but the order was given too late as the 
Japanese were already 'otiring. 


iSHisoTos, Sept. 24 —The convok- 


ing of the Japanese parliament on 
tober 15, aa announced in cable dis- 
patches today, excites much interest in 
Japanese official circles here, as it will 
bring together for the first time the 
members elected the first week of the 
present month. 


As yet no advice? have been received 


at the legation here aa to the outcome 
of the elections and they are expected 
n the next mail 
It is said, however, 


that while parties may be divided on 
some questions of internal policy, all 
parties, including those usually against 
.he government, will uphold the war 
which the Mikado has prosecuted since 
.he last parliament dissolved. 
Up to 


that time the liberals and radicals, 
ibout 120 innumber, had supported the 
;overnment, the .'progressionists, about 
fifty in number, had usually opposed it, 
.he twenty-eight oppositionist!! were 
ihifting in allegiance, and the other 
members were divided 
into

;roups. . 


The issue at that time was over the 


ild treaties, one of which is with the 
Jnited States by which foreigners ex- 
orcise extra territorial rights at certa;n 
.ntry ports in Japan, The opposition 
o the government clamored for the im- 
mediate abrogation of these old treaties. 
?he government would not go this far, 
aying it would be a breach of faith 
with foreign nations, though it sought 
o Eecure the abrogation of the treaties. 
The issue aroused such bitterness that 
lersonal feelings arose between the 
parliament and cabinet, 
whereupon 


larliament was summarily prorogued 
and the government appealed to the 
xjuntry. The elections have just been, 
leld and the results are anxiously 
awaited, although the treaty issue is 
now overshadowed by the war. The 
orthcoming session cannot, it is said, 
check or otherwise affect the war, even 
hould there be a desire for that end, 
as the emperor and executive branch 
lave the sole power of levying and 
prosecuting war and the parliment 
deals only with making appropriations 
for the army and navy.

us. 


"The women are far more persistent 


than the men. 
They will hang on 


longer and will gain their end where 
men would fail. They can attack where 
no others can reach and they aie never 
discouraged. I believe that if you get 
the women aroused they will win the 
victory. Not to go so far away from 
home as Kentucky, take what they did 
in the Schieren campaign over in Brook- 


lyn. 
I have been at some pains to find 


out just what the women did over there 
and I have got the feminine side of it 
What I am waiting for is the masculine 
side of it. What the men think of 
what the women did. I have sent over 
to Brooklyn, and I expect to have the 
full information early in the week. 


"But there is a good deal that may 


be said about what the women can do 
in a general way. They exert their 
greatest influence at home, and if they 
take a strong, resolute stand for any- 
thing at their own firesides they will 
bring it about. Then they can talk 
and discuss these matters in their own 
circle, in their neighborhoods, rousing 
other women to talk and act. Of 
course there must and will be some sort 
of organized effort, but what this will 
be cannot be said as yet. I find that 
the women of this city as a body are 
with us and are determined to help us, 
and when they are organized this will 
be even more apparent to everybody 
than it is now." 


ELIZABETH CAPY STANTON's VIEWS

Ituence of women for a quarter of a cen- 
tury settles the question of the moral 
effect of women in politics 
'. "The type of civilization of a country 
depends upon its women 
Where wo 


man has the most influence there is the 
best of oivilizition. Now, on the eve 
of election, the democrats in Washing- 
ton are putting out the women clerks 
and replacing them with men 
This is 


done merely to obtain the vote of the 
olerks. Women have no vote. The 
right minded men of thia city are doing 
their utmost to do away with the cor- 
ruption in politics. 
All the investigat 


ing committees prove this, and yet they 
acorn tho greatest powtr lying right st 


hand to Rid them—the voice and influ- 
ence of women. Such cases as that of 
Colonel Breckinridge ought lo wake 
men up to a realization ot what women 
could do if they had the power of the 
ballot.
